1, The U.S.S. REPOSE (AH^IS) is a H spltal Ship with an 
ovME-ftil length of 520', beam 71', 11,085 tons light 
d£8pt«ncement, single screw, 9000 SHP, General Electric 
wsmid ismMm drive itill>i eoKttructed by the Si^Mp- 
building and Dry Dock Company, Chester, Pennsylvania and 
first commissioned in the U.S. Navy on 26 Hay 1943. 



After a brief shakedown and underway training 
period in Xong Island Sound and Chesapeake Bay, the 
U."S.S. REPOSE (AH- 16) departed via Panama Canal for 
Pearl Harbor, T.H. The vessel was engaged in providing
